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INTRODUCTION. 


Gangavadi was a Kingdom ruled by an ancient and 
celebrated dynusty known as the Gangas. The G:ngas stand 
foremost among the moat ancient dynasties who ruled parts 
of Karnataka, Because not only they ruled for the longest 
period of more than 600 years, but also they stabilised and 
settled their territory. While the nemes of other kingdomes 
went into oblivion along with the dynasties the Ganga kingdom 
continued to have its name even after the dynasty expired, In 
fact the name remains green in the memory of the people of the 
8011 who live in that area even to-day who are known by the 
name Gangadikaras. This name is nothing but the shortened 
form of Gangavadikaras, that is the pepple of Gangavadi, 
Though they did not built a large empire like the Chalukyas 
or Rashtrakutas their kingaom: was a fairly big one and it 
occupied a stratsgic position, The question of their original 
home or their early settlements and also their political 
achievements, is out of our perview, But the extant of their 


kingdom and its designation requires detailed study, 


Since their early history is shrouded in mystery, it 1s 
not easy to determine the extant of their kingdom and also its 
name in early days. We have therefore to deyend on stray 
references and circumstancial evidences. The earliest reference 
18 found in the Greek accounts which mention a Gangaridae. Pliny 


alao mentions Gangaridae Kalingae. However the locality of 
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this Gangaricae and the kinga who were ruling over that 
area 18 not easy to identify, This Gangeridae is supposed 
to have existed &t the mouth of the river Ganga: with Ganga 
as its anal But this lacks support. However the name 
suggests that it might have been connected with the name 

oi the Gangas. If this is accepted tne antiquity of this 


dynasty goes back to the prechristian era. 


We do not come across in early records as to how the 
Gangas got their name, Later inacriptlions of 11th century 
which have preserved for us the long genealogy of the Gangas 
connecting them to the Solar race state that in that line. 
Bharata's queen Uijayamahedevi of bore a son after swimming 
in the Ganga river and therefore he was given the name of 
Gangadatta and thus was the Ganga line came into iia 
However, much stress cannot be laid on this as we know that 
in bout 10th and 11th centuries the genealogy msking was & 
past tine And as Fleet observes, *All the greut families of 
Southern India were looking up their pedigrees and devising 
more or less fabulous Cenealwiese “me analogy of ite name 
with that of river Ganga the dynasty seems to have been connected 
with it, Without going into the details we take it that this 
Ganga dynasty existed in the south from a sufficiently ancient

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period and the area ruled by them was nsmed after them, 


M.Ve&rishaa Kao depending upon the later Re 
stutes that the kingdom founded with the help of $x Simhanadi 
was named Gangavadi 96U00 coins But we do not come across 
tnis name in the carliest inscriptions &t all, though we have 
some references beginning from about 10th Century in some Jaina 
records about Simhanandi's connection with the Ganga Kingdom, 
in so fear a3 the aveiluble contemporary records are coneerned 
the earliest record that mentions the name of the kingdom is 
nelekote plates of Madhava 111 This record is assigned to 
400 AD, by R.Narasimhachar* Fleeet, however from the perusal 
of its characters puta its date a century later? it is said 
that Madhava Varma while in Ganga kingdom (Gangeya Rajya) made 
certain grants to Buddhesatva, Thus by about SCC A.D. the kirg- 
dom ruled by the G.ngas was known a8 Gengeya Re jyad A record 
of Tadangala Madhava refers to a grant made probably to some 
Jaina basadi wherein the witnesses for the grant are said to be

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Further the records of Avinita, Durvinita and others 
upto divasarea I do not mention the name of the kingdom they 
were ruling. We hear fron their inscriptions several Vishayas 
and Rasntras. Madnava is said to have granted a Village Kunara- 
pura tuo a Jaina basedi in Perbolul which was in MudukotLur 
Vishaya} Avinita's Sringeri Copper Plates mentioni: a Marukara 
Viehaya and his another ಸಂ mentions, Paruvi Vishaya, 

Ut tanur and Gummareddipur inscriptions of Durvinita mention a 
pudal nada Rashtra# while Ne3lala inscription™nentions a 
Karigunda Vishaya. Durvinita ie said to have been the lord of 
Pannada and Pinata Pannada might be the Bana country while 
Punnada was Funnata in the southern parte of Mysore district. 
Bhuvikramea 18 praised as the lord of Pannsta Punnata and many 
other Kingdoms. The same record mentions Kolala vishaya. But 
this record seems to be spurious. SivVamara JI is aleo refered

Now that the province Gangarusasira is a8 01d as 
shannavati Sunsra Visnaya if not older as gleaned from inacrlp= 
tione. Jt leads us to suppose. that Ganga 6000 was the nucleus 
of the 44 Ganga kingdom ~- Shannavati Sahasra Vishaya. Later 
inscriptions of the 1ith century which trace the genealogy of 
the Gungas in detail strengthen this view point. “After obtain- 
ing the advice of Sinhan&ndi Acharya Dediga and Madhava ruled in 
96000 country with Nandagiri being their fortress and Kuvalsls 
their city" say thece ಜಟ Though as already said this 
statement cunnot be relied upon, It 1s possible that this 
etutement might have been made from the treditional accounts 
prevailing Xxx they. Apart from this we find that the Kolar 
region posayssses good number of early records when compared to 
the other regions. It is in this region we get the earliest 
Iythic records in Avani* Unfortunately it is a fragmentary recor 
purporting the genealogy of the Gangas commencing from Kongani- 
varma upto Vishnugopsa as in the copper plute records, Rice 
puts it to about 400 A.D, on paleographical Dur 3 The only

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aifficulty in accepting this proposition is that we do not 

get any reference for the Gangas ruling at Kuvalala in g&heir 
early records, tnough we have the mention of their residing at 
various otker pluces. But at the sane time we do not also get 
any reference Tor Lheir rulirg Yrou Tlekad either. Tanjore 
&rant of Harivarma and Merc&;ia plies of Avinitay Of course 
mention Taluavanupura, But thease records have been brushed aside 
by scholars &s spurlvus and “heir palecography has been put beyond 
the 9th century «. As 1t is natural that the territories would 
be smaller at the beginning and would extend as the power of 

the dynasty increases, we may take Ganga 6000 to be the sxxtyest 
earlier Genga territory which probably included Paruvi and 
Pudalnad Rashtra round about Kolar region, which must have been 
extended into 986000 and Talakad was meade its cayital., At 
present we get the inscriptions only of Sripurusha and later 
rulers at Telakad. To support ouf proposition it may be stated 
that Nolambavadi was only 1000 province in its earliesx days 


which became a S2000 province later on, 


ATversripurusha though Sivamara came to the throne he 
vas captured by the Rashtrakuta Dhruva and put behind the bars 
and the Gunga Kingdom wus mude a province under the Rashtrakutas., 
Dhruva's son Khambayya was mude Governor, It is only from this 
period onwards we hear of this country as Gangamandala that 18 
a Sunga province.

Gangs Kingdom was thus considered a8 & m&sndala (province) 
under the Rashtrakutas at the cloue Of the 8th Century after 
4t was subjugated by Dhruva. During the mext century Ganga= 
mandala wus also culled Gangavadi or Qangpavadi 96000, The 
earliest reference to this name of Gangavadi 18 found in the 
Panaurangapulli plates of Avidhey%. On the back of the last 
plute of this record is another short record in Kannacia regi 
etering the confirmation of the grant, recorded in the main 
inacription, by Sarbarasa. This Surbarusu jie said to have 
been the lora of Kannavada, Gurgavuda, Baleyavsda and Rernada? 
Gangavaaa mentioned here must be the Guangavadli, the country of 
thie Gangas. This rudely carved inscription i168 saasigned to the 
9th Century on paleograyhical grounds, Jarbarasa mentioned in 
this record might be the Rashtrakuta king Avoghuvuruha who had 
the other name of Lharvu, Af so the date of this record say be 
put in about the middle of the 9th Century curing which period 
the KasaLtrakutus Clair'ed suzerainty over the Ganga Country. It

Vaai means a street or an extention of & town e1ೆ. But 
here vaai ¢eens to have Leen used in the sense of a province 
or a part of the kingdom. Thus we hear of Gangavadi, Nolasba- 
vadi, Tardavadl, Bagevadi ete,, us provinces of the larger 
Kinguome. That ie why thie term of Gangavadi js used to denote 
the Ganga Kinydom only when this Ganga Kingdom became a province 
under the Raahtrakutes, though the Ganga Kings continued to 
rule the kingdun as Mandalikas. Though BKutuga nd Marusimha 
were ruling an extensive kingcion the enire area was not named 
as Gangavudi 96000, but Aincluaed only the original territory 
which was being indeyenaently ruled by the Gangas sp&oially by 
sripurushs and SsiVanara, Therefore when other provinces wer: 
auded to the Kingdom or Bhutiga or Marusinha they were sepera- 
tely mentioned, As already noted Butuga Wus ruling along with

He was also granted in addition to the above 
mentioned two provinces Banavasi 12000, Ki sunsd 70 and Bagenad 70 
by Arishna IIT as a reward for his bravery shown in killing the 
Chola Rajaditya at Tekkela” Even after the extinction of themain 
Ganga line «and Gangavuadi was; divided into several pieces, a 
pssixisn portion being occupied by the Cholas and the oher 
portion by some chiefs ruling either independently or under the 
Chalukyas, this territory was continued to be called Gangovadl 
96000 which wus after great effort regained from the Chulas in 
the Hoysalas and again pieced together into & province of 
Ganguvadi which continued to be 80 t11l the close of the Hoy sala. 
rule. The Hoysalas were proud to call themselves a6 the con- 
querors of Gangavadi 96000 along with other provinces and they 
had the distinctive tiie of ‘Gangavadi Nolambavadi Benavase 
Hanungal Gonda”. Vikramaditya VI who was governing the southern 
parts of the Chalukya empire from Balliguve xx8 ೬8 « prince 
claims to huve been ruling Gangavadi 96000 Vinayuaaitysu, the 
Hoysala king, also has putforth his clair’ &9 the ruler of 
Ganguvadi 96000, But we know that the entire Gangavedi was Not 
under the &ENxR contrcl of either Vikramaditya or Vinayaditya, 
Therefore it should be presumed that these rulers iiled to 
establish their claim and also they hed se their aim the releae- 
ing of the entire Gungav.di from the clutches of the Cholzs,

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The name Gangavadi 96000 us ¥e have seen above 18 applied 
to a particular area whose limits had been fixed, Sripurusha 
was the first king who mentions the Ninetyaix Thousand and 
therefore the extent of hia Kingdom will have to be taken as the 
extent of Gangavadi 96000. But neither Sripurusha nor any other 
ruler of the main Ganga line ever mention the boundsiries or the 
extent of their kingdom. It is only in the later inscriptions of 
i1ith Century in shimoga district "the boundaries of Gangavadi are 
mentioned as follows. In the north Marandale, in the east Tonde- 
nad or Tondaimandalam, in the west the ocean in the direction of 
Cheru and in the south the Kongu country. Marandale, the northern 
boundary is also known as Madarkale*which i6 not identified, fsng#. 
Tondanead i8 the Tondamnéndalam, the Fallave kingdom. Cheram in the 
west 16 the modern Kerala while Kongu laid in the taluks of Salem 
and Cdmbatore. Thus roughly the area comprised of the modern 
Karnataka in ite southeseastern districts of Kclar, Bangalore, 
Mandya, Mysore, Coorg, Chikmagalur and parts of Shimoga and Tunkur 
diatricte. This kingdom of Ninetysix thousand has been ೩೪೩d 
and subdivided into several nudus within the Ganga kingdom. There

These pumeriesy Numbers 
which seem to have been introduced by the Rasht: akutas might 
huvVe been &dojyted by the Gangus during the reign of Sripurusha. 
From inscriptions we unaerstand that the larger divisions were 
aivided into smuller units. For ex&mple Eudagere S00 of 

Punnate 6009 in Gangapati. These subaivisions often had the 
atili smaller units, 4s for example, Biliyur 12 wes situated 

in Peddoregere which wus & seVvernty aivisione” We have reference 
ior such naaus with moumerSesl numbers in the Raehtrakute& Empire 
and ulso in the empire uf the Kalyani Chalukyss like S&ntalige

‘atand for township is contended by Rice that the figures in 
many cases are too large to sdmit that interpret:tion, He 
points out that Gangavadi 96000 could never have comprised 
96000 villages even supposing that its urea was entirely covered 
by villages and nothing else. However we have a reference to 
this figure indicating the number of villsges. An inscription 
explicitly mentions the province as ‘Shannavati Sahara grama 
bha ja! that is the division consisting of ninetysix thousand 
villages? Dr. Premnath supposes that grama may mean an atate? 
But this is not supported by the inscriptions. §&8 regards the 
population theory though we hsve a reference in the Ganga record 
stating “*Shannavati Sahesra Vishays Prakritayaha* thereby refering 
to the people of Gangav:di, they sre mentioned only as witnesses 
and it c&nnot be taken aa the number of people in Gangavadi but 
shoulda be interpreted as the whole poyulstion of the province of 
Gangav:di 96000, Moreover if it is interpreted as the numbrr of 
population in the division does it riean the number Gid not change 
for centuries? Finally the supposition putforth by Altekar irae 
indicates that the smaller diviulons, each division containing 
thousand villages also cannot be accepted. Altekar further states 
that “he term nad (division) was popularly supposed to consist of! 
a thousund Villages and he further states that it is also not 
likely that the term nad was applicable only to ixrger bigger

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aivisions actually eontaining about a thousand villages but 
that later on eane to denoto smaller a1೪8810n8. Bat we have 
seen above that the smaller divisions like Kdenad 70 have 
been found even in earlier periods. 


Therefore the above theories say not be tenable. A 
possible explanation to these numbers say perhaps be noted as 
follows. We have seen that particular numbers are being used 
while mentioning the divisions. The smallest division is 12, 
the next higher division is 70 and similarly we find 300, 500, 
1000, 6000, 12000, 32000 and 96000. The largeet division being 
7§ lakhs. Rarely we also get two six A, Konganad two twe 
RN. Nurasavadi ೪ರ etc. The way in which they are refered 
to in inscriptions lead us to suppose that the numbers represent 
certain persons and not the villages. We have for exaaple Male 
sasirvar (the thousands of the Male), Thombattaru Sesirvar (the 
96000 persons), Elvadisbar {the seventys), Ainurbbaru (the $00) 
ಯ Possibly such expszessions 40 not refer to the villages 
and even in the statements like Shannavati Sahasra Vishaya 
Prakritayah while giving the witnesses for the grants nade, 
though it may be interpreted as the whole population of

The nadus which consisted of several villages, each 
having a certain number of representatives put together probably 
formed the number noted ugainst the divisicns like Edenad 70, 
Nirgunda 500, Mandali 1000 etc. Not that these representatives 
assenbled together for administering the division, but they seem 
to represent the total number of the representatives of each 
Village or grou of Villages in the particular division or nadu, 
There are several instances to show that the representatives are 
mentioned by numbers.

The overthrew of the Cholas from the south:rn Kzrnataka 
auring the ith Century A.H. ana the subsecuent comination of 
the Hoysalas consiaerably affected the political fortunes of 
tne KongalvVea royal family.

The Cholase 


The battle fought &t Pan«soge between the Cholse end 
the Changulvas resuited in the establishment of a new kingdom 
of the Kongalvas in the west of the Changanadd in an area corresypond= 
ing to the present uist:ict of Coorg for & brief period after the 
Pansoge battle the Chang:lv&e came under the Chola svay. As Was 
their practiee the Cholus imposed upon their feuwatories their 
names and titles, Therefore we find the Cheng:lva:: rulers adopt- 
ing tne Chola airnumes like the Kongalves. In 1116 A.D. when 
the Cholas werc ousted out from Gangavudi by the Hoysals. King 
Vishnuvardhana the Changrlvas were subjugated by the Hoysel28. 


They became the feudatory uf tlie Hoysalas. 


The Hojysalug. 


Thr oughout the 12th and 16th Centuries there wes & struggle 
between the Changalvas and the Hoysaias. Chsngalvas were the 
southern neighbours of the Hojysal«s and when the Chola sway 
ali.c:ened in southern Kurniteaka during the seccnd half of the 
11th c-ntury. vyome of the feudatory farilics t:jied to become 
indsy snuent. Contemporary records reveal not only that the 
Chan aivus refused to ucknowledge the Hoysals Claim for sutereinty 
in the former Gangavudi jrovince. Dut even d&s# decided to fight 
out the issue. Thus the 12th and the iSth centuries saw inter 
miifent conflicts between the two Kingaome &nd ultimately the 


Hoy >:l&«s emerged triunuphant. 


It wus from 1090 A.D. onwards that the relations between 
the Ch_ng-iVus and the Hoysulus bec:.me mirkedly strained. Derratt 
oyin-s tht Vinayaditya did not attack the Chengulvas! But there 
are Certain references in inucriptions which can be taken as 
referring to Ch: ngalvi8 &:d Kongslvas. B lur 158 in £.C,V states 
that the sons of hill kings jlaced their he>ds at the Lotus feet 
of Vinayaditya, who may yerhéyps be identitiea «68 the Cheng:1¥5;. 
Another inscriytion dated 1091 A.D. which curroborut{es this fact 
mentions Certain grants made by Changaive chief Narljyz ergude 
during the rule of Vinayadityn. Hovever it is clear th-t the 
coniiicts be Ween Xhx8 these two dynasties started during the 


reign of Vinayuditya., 


The comparitive inaction of Ereyanga «against them had made 
the Chengulvus strong enough to assume high sounding titles. 
Baliala observed this and went on an exjedition on Chsngalvadeva 
in 1064 A.D There are two inscriytions which record this battle. 
One of the inscriptions states that the battle was fought «¢ 
Hos:viau. But it i8 clear from the inscrijytions that the 
Chang ulVus d1iu not become the subordinates of the Hoyszal:8. But 
their yovers Were Chiecked to some extent. The insoriytional 
evidences show us that Vishnuvardhsn: carried out two expeditions

In 1124 A.D. under the leadership of Bokineyzeka the Hoysala 
axrny attacked the changalve}. An insoription elearly states that 
the Chergalva territory care under the uwuay Of the Hoysalas and 
Vishnuverdhana assumed the title fsubmarine fire to the Chengalvas? 


An inserigtiod dzted 1159 mentions sbout the grents mede by 
the kcysale. King tora officer of the Chsngalve king. This proves 
that the Chkengelvas were the eubordinates of the Hoysalas for 
the time, 


The Changanad, being a hilly region encouraged the 
Chengalvas to assert their indeyendenee., S50 they remained restive 
and as a retaliatory measure they began to ravage the bordering 
villages inside the Hoysula land and carried out cattle lifting 
a etivities* As a result, the Hoysala king Narasinhe I sent his 
general Bokana who claimed to have conguered the Changalvas® 


When there was a rebellion in the last days of Narasinha 
by his own son Ballula Il, the Changalvas supported the cause of 
the latter, which must havs happened in 1172 AD “he Changalva 
king took advantage of the situation and tried to become conpletely 
independent, But by this tine, that is in about 1174 A.D, Ballala II 
Bad cone to the throne. In1174 A.D. Ballals II sent an arny 
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against the Changalva Mahudeva under the herdahip of the 
general Bettarasa Changalvadeva went to the interior part of 
odagu und took refuge at palpare. But Bettaraaa, fought 
Vaiiuntly and occupied the fort of Pulpare, This was a complete 
success to the Hoyealz8. At this tire, the Chanalvae came com- 
pletely und:r the =» sway of the Hoysal:8. We finda the Hoysals 
inacrigtions in this area only &fter this battle. In 1160 A.D. 
there Was u small rebellion in Changalva territory which was 

put down by Ballala II himself. 


According to one inacriytion the Hoysala ruler Narasimha Il 
is saia to have slain the Chaingalv& ruler in a battle and seized 
his elephants, horses, gold and jewels! This wus perhaps & 
terrible defeat for the Ch«ngalvVas and was & culminating point of 
their long struggle against the Hoysalas, This defeat appears 
‘to have forced the Changalvas to accept the Hoysala Sujerainty 
once and for all. The Hoysala inscriptions continuedto exist in 
Coorg during this period. Gome of the Chsngalva inscriptions also 
mention the Hoysal&a as their overlord, By about 1:4b, they buil4

As & result 
of which he got the title of Kannanbinatha} This title has & 
curious stroy benind it, One Aggadaraya & chieftain for whom 
we get no reference elsewhere ie said to have run off into 
Bedaraban¥i forest. But Vaijarasa, in front of Hemmadi Chalukya 
King, shot & single arrow at him whionnot only pierced through 
tbcsmx skull of the fugitive but went on withoutstopping and 
nit the eye of « kite flying in the sky. This suxsxir seems to 
be an exagyeration of tne sk11] in arcnery of Vaijarasa and we 
know that These small chieftains are found of a ring of high 
sounding titles. His 8klll in erchery is also astit} testified 
by his two otner titles namely Bililankakere and ESuvareditya® 
Hemnnedi before whom Valjarasa i8 suid to have showed his skill 
18 not other tnan The Chalukye Emperor Vikramaditya v೨ The title 
of Kannambinatha is said to have been conferred on Vaijarasa by 


the Emperor Hemnadi himself.

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Anyhow, he had several titles other than those which 
he inherited from his forefathers. They are Jatha latta 
in war, a millstone to enemies, a cage of adament to refugees, 
Yo enemies a regent elephant, a terror to foreign armies, an 
ocean of truthfulness, a 3RR sun among warriors, Guardian of 


refugees deceiver of, the false, pardener of those who submit. 


As &lresdy indicated, his reign is remarkable for 
cultural contribution. He erected a Siva temple at Bukkem= 
budani Village in Tarikere taluo® The temple is named as 
RamesVaru temple. For its upkeep he ede grants of land and 
an 011 mill. He made over this temple, to a priest by name 
suresvara Fanditha. Tnis temple which in style is plain, isa 
fairly good example of Hoysala worknanahip and it 18 now in 
delapidated condition, 


Bammarasa i6 also credited to have been responsible 
for the Gonstruction of a tank named Araghatta tank? The tank 
was named RamGsa tirtna after the God Ramesvarea. The place at 
that time was known as Arugnsttapura, The tank 1s probably 
the same as the present Bukkambudni tank which appears to have 
been rebuilt and enlarged during tne reign of Vijayanagar 
King Bukkaraya and mgned after nim, This is one of tne largest 


tank even to-day, 


Besides Bannarasu, his officers also made a number of

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Mudugere under Bennsrasadevé got constructed in Mudugere 


a beautiful temple for Ranesvera.* This Adigaunda's 
three sons namely Belagaunds, Chelagaunda and Ramagaunda 
together made grants for the decorations of the God, repairs 


of the temple and daily necessary cerenoniesl 


Ketagaunda was another oificer under Baznarasa, He 
set up a Sivalinga choosing an eclipse of the sun as the 
pAeccos Aime in the temple at Attimogge which was naned 
Bhimasvara and which was built by him. Landi grants were made 
for the decorations of the God Bhinesvara, for the worship 
of this deity three times «& day for the perpetual lamp end 
for tne temple repairs? The grants were made in the presence 
of Nadprabhu Hariyana Gaunda, the guru Mallukagiya and others.

One Bamnayanayake died along with the chief. This 
indicates that he was the Garuda of Bannarasa, The system of 
Garuda was prevailing during those days. We come across 
many references to Garudas under the Hoysalas which system was 
inherited by them from the Gangas Of Telakad, Bammarasa's queen 
was Gangamshsdevi, who appears to have died along with her 
husband® Their eon Narasimhs. erected two temples Barwmesvara 


Gangesvara in memoray of his parents, 


Baamarasa had two sons namely Hariparasa and Narasimha. 
Hariparasa was the eldest son, He ruled In Enneganur, Holalkere 
Taluk, Chitaldroog district. While Nerzsimha was ruling from 
Asandi, This indicates that the territory was divided between

Narasimha (1190-1220 A.D) 


Narasimha ruled for a period of thirty years from 1190 
to 1220 AD.

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Narasimhs was a righthandman to Hoysala Ballala II in 
battles. He fought alone bravely and subdued the Malava, 
Gurjara and the Chola Kings. For this he received the command 
fron King ballala 11 The inscription states, "the master of 
the elephants, the Malava king, the war like Lata king, dis- 
tinguished for his troups of horse the GurJara king, with the 
Chola king, United against him, but he himself fought and subdued 
them in the battlefield huving received the command from king 
Buallia = this Narasimha bhubuja”. 


Narasimh« had all tie Ganga titles? Like his father, 
he made grants to temples and basedies. He has built the 
famous templea Gangesvara and Barnesvara st Asandi, his capital? 
When Baanarasa and his crowned queen Gangamahede¥i died in 1190 
Ael. Narasimhe performed the funeral ceremonies, Though 
Haxiparasu is mentioned «us tne elaest son of Banmarasa it wag 
warasiriha who performed the funeral ceremony and also succeeded 
to th: throne at Asandi, These circumstances Ax& lead us to 
infer that there was a dispute between the brothers for the 
throne and finally Narasimha who probably was in his father's 
favour succeeded to the throne while Hariprasa had to contend 
himself with & portion of the territory with Emniganur as his

In presence of this 
Harinara Bandanayaka, the nalprabhu Hebbari Markkanda deve and 
others made « grant of Macharasa's Nerilakere,#free of all 
impoats, to provide for the decorations, perpetual lamp and 
temple repairs of the God Balleavara?, built by great minister 
Haraba sahani of Hoysala Narasimha? The Rajaguru at that time 


was Chikkarudira gakthi* 


During his reign the raj&egurus played an important role, 
They were considered as sased and they were the higheat authority, 
Even tne king made granis to tne temples after washing the feet 
of These HRajagurus., Even some 41 aputes were settled by them, 
For example, in the presence of tne Asandi Rajaguru NarasinAga 
guru and a great number of others, Nagamma, the daughter of 
Machavve with her son Honns and her Gaughter Jiriyavve a dispute 
having arisen between these three as to their prosperity, she 
took eight honnu from Kailajiya and Nagajiya and washing their 
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feet made it over in the presence of them, saying, *I nave 
no Connection with land and no connection with money for 


ever? ಹ 


We come across many names of these rajagurusg like 
kriyusukthi devs? Chikkarudrssakthi ೩೪೩ರ Kalyanasekthi deva, 
Narasinga guru and others. All these show the belief of the 


people in rajaguru at that time, 


Apart {rom this, the merchant class made some grants 
to the temples. One Adisetti made land grants for the 


offerings of God &x Suryedeva in Asanii% 


After Narasimha we do not come across any chief in thie 
branch. They disappear from eeene. Even the date of Narasimha's 
death is uncertain, It must be in &bout 1250 A.D. as the last 
inscription is dated 1250 A.D. 


A1l these rulers seem to be the devotees of Siva. 
Becuuse they neve granted Janda to the 'Siva temples and 
Banmartsgu has erected Siva temple. Narasimha has set up two

Though they ruled for a short period, they ae generale

The region of present Kolar and Mulabagal taluka occupy 
a significant place in constructing the history of Gangsvadi. 
Gangaa were ruling Kuvalalapura which is now Known as Kolar. 
They nad an exclusive tiYe of Kuvalalapuravaradhisvare. It 
was & strategic place commanding tne easily possible Nanglighat 
through which the armies of tne Gungas, Rashtrakutas, Chalukyae, 
Hoy sal28, Pallavas and tne Cholas moved, It was a bone of 
contention among many ancient kings as this area Could serve 
as a convenient base for ex, editions by the rulers of the 
plateau down tne ghats and also for th: rulers of the south 


for their conquests up the pleteau, 


Though the main line of the Giingas were extinguished 
from the scene after the Chola conquest, several branches con 
tinued to rule in small principalities, One such branch ruled 
Kolar. when Kolar fell into the hands of the Cholas, they gaxs 
gave their own name to this region as Nigarili Sola méndelan} 
it was the invariable policy of the Cnolas to izxpose their own 
name in some form on tne territories and also on tne Kings 
whom they conquered, Thue we find the Chola titles applied 
to the chiefs ruling these parts ulong with their Ganga titles 
in the inscriptions. The inscriptions are in Tamil, the language 
of tne Cholas. They isposued their langusge, titles and also 
administrative systems on the conquered region. They ruled As 
tne parts of Gangavadi ti11 the battle of Talakad took place in 
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1116 A.D. IY is said tat the Cholas were completely ೦u8೪ೀಕಿ 
out‘ )from Gangavedi in 1116 A... By the Hoysala King v1 shnu- 
vVardhen. it was Gangaraju who was the hero of the battle. 
Aocording to Hlce after their capture of Talak:d, the Hoysales 
in course of time entrusted Ganga princes with authority in 
verious provinces} But we do not find in the inscriptions of 
the Gangas, the titles of the Hoysalas. Though they are 
mentioned &8 MuhimandulesvVaras in inscriptions it 1: not clear 
us to who wis their suyerain. It seems that those rulers 
taking advantage of the chaotic conditions that prevailed «8 

a result of the conquest of Talak:d by Vishnuvardhana tried 

to became independent. Though it 18 said that Vishnuvardhan 
ousted the Cholas completely from this region, we find a number 
of inscriptions of Vikrans Chola ranging in the date from 1120 
to 1136 A.D. which indicates that the Chola: King still hsd 
recognition in this region, It is only from 1150 A.D, onwards 
Hoy sala inscriptions begin to appear indicating the Hoysala 
interest in commending control over this etrstegic region, 

What the Chols did during this period is not known to ue, a8 there 
i8 & gep in inscriptional evidences for ten years. However 
after 1170, in about 1178 A.D. we find the inscriptions of Chola 
Kulottungs 111, which indicates his authority in this region, 
But the same inscrijtion in the next st:tement mentions the 
name of Hoysslas Ballala 8s ruling this area, Thus the 
epigraphical evidence clearly indicate that this region Was 
changing hans Between the Hoysal:s ಕಂತಿ the Cholas cuite often,

Perhaps he might have achieved this when he wae in 
the service of the Chola King. The date of the inscription is 
1179 Ab. It is Just a yetr after the dete of Kulottunga 
Choirs inscription, which is in the same area, This indicates 
thet Viragunga obtained this territory from Kulottunge «a a

All the inscriptions of Gangapperumal is undated, we 
cannot get a clue to the duretion of his rule. In the in-

One insoriptionaated Rodri sanvatsa Tainasa (Month) gives 
the details about Vikkireama Ganga, He is stated to be the son 
of Uttamna Sola Gangamn with al11 the usual Ganga «nd Chola titles 
like Ganga Kulodbhavan, Kuvalalepura paramesvara keveri vallabha, 
lord of Nandagiri etc. According to ef{ffimeries “the oyclic- 
year Rodri with Tai monlf appears {in December - January 1200-1201, 
1260-61 and 1520-21.

Viraganga was ruling upto 1226 AD We know that Gangapperumnal 
was his son though the inscriptions of Gangapperumal are undated, 
with the help of tne paleography it is decided he was ruling 
after Viraganga, As the inscription of Vikkirama Ganga has 
mentioned the name of Gangapper unal and xhe he is described as 
the son of Uytiana s0la Ganga. Both VireGanga and Gangapperumal 
hud the title Uttana Sola Ganga. The inscription*mentions the 
name of Tulaisiyarayar as the minister of Vikkirana Ganga. we 
Come across the same person granting some lands during Ganga 
perumal's rule 80 this Vikkirama Ganga must have been the son 
of Gangapperumal. He was ruling in about 1260-61 A.D. 


The minister of Vikkirang Genga Was Taleisiverayan alias 
Sanane dGasuvan komultan Vikkiramaganga, the minister and his 
brother named as Gangadhnerayan together granted to provide 
for the offerings of rice for the Goi Somesvaran WMalya nayanar 
on the hill at Surur in the Kuvalalansdu, One Ponnabhatta was 
gianted some property without tax, This Ponnabhatta shiva 
brahmans. was the land holder from the time of the king's 
grandfather probably Viraganga.

These Brahnuadirayas were chieftains of the Kaivaranadu 
that 1s Chintamani region in the second half of the iSth 
Century. Thoy appear with other fenilian titles like Tutta- 
raditta and HRajanarayanu. ‘hese rulers appear to be the 
members of soms branoh of the Ganga family, as many of them 
had the name Gangapparunal. Nowhere, however, do their 
traditional titles like Kuvalslapura - Parangsvara oocur in 
their insoriptions. It 1s also likely thet the nane, Ganga- 
pperunsal siuply means lord of the Ganga territory. 


Barring one Sri Narasingapoysala Brahnedhieayl who appears 
only as a ‘suiali' in an undated inscription the first ruler to 
be mentioned is Dushtaraditya. Rajansrayana Brahmadhirayan alias 
Gangapperunal. Hs 18 seen first in an inscrijytions from Kaivara 
in Kaivaranadu, Bat shortly by the middle of 1264 bs was in 
Kolar taluk* An epigraph of Madivala dated 1262 reveale the 
fanily {ies between the Brahzadhirajan of Kaivaranadu and the 
ilavan jirayan of Avaniyanadu, It is stated that a daughter &f# 
of a Brahmadhiraya Suvandal wae the wife of Siruvaswmlevar, the 
king of the Ilavanjiyarayu family. Probably this further 
provides a clus to the disappearance of the previous Ganga

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1t ean be surmised that the Branhmadhirajar of Kaivara- 
nadu and 8Sruvasudivar of A¥anlyanadu eonjuntly acted to 
dethrone the Ganga sxdsx ruler of Kuvalalanadu, as a result 
of which, after their success Kuvalalanadu was shared between 
the two ¥ictors, the northern part going to the Brahaadhirajars 
and the southern to the JIlavanjliyars. The indication for Xnetr 
this hes been shown already in the &appesrance in the year 
1262 of the inscription of Brehnsdnirayar Gangapperumal in 
Kolar taluk and that of Siruvasaievar in Bouringpet telul, the 
whole of whioh came formerly under Kuvalalsnadu., This Ganga= 
pperumal ‘8 inscriptions “re found mostly in Kolar and Chintamani 
taluks and they run upto the year 1267, 


In 1267 ene Tamnajayan with the titles Chambukulotppavan 
Godavarivallavan appears iv Kolar. This is a solitary inscrip- 
tion of this alien ruler, and it is difficult to say how far 
he was reaponsible for eclipaing the power of the Brahnadhirayars. 


Eleven years after this, in 1278, inscriptions are seen 
issued by a nember of the Brahnadirayar family. Now the king 1s

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of these inscriptions from Kalvare refers to him as the 
ruler of Kalvaranadu. 30 this Selvaganga is to be placed 
sonetimo between 1267 and 1278, Next appears his son, 
Karly agangapperusal for whom the dates 1278 and 1279 are 
available.

This can be substantiated by an ingcriptlon,. In 1266, 
Roysala Ramens;tha himself appears to have been present at the 
place, and ne made a grant in that year to Ged Anmaranarayana 
of Kaivare! The discoafi ture experienced by Hoysala Ramanatha 
elsewhere made hin to consolidate his territory in Kolar 
district, and for this ne shifted his capital to Kundani in 
his region? The presenee of the eaperor had to be recognised 
in some way or X4xux the other by petty kings like the 
Brahaadirayars and Gangapyerumal, might have done this by 
adiing ‘mamcnankakeran' to his own titles, But 11 13s not known 
whether he really was nephew or son-in-law to Kamanatha. 
Gangapperumals reign might have cene to an end around June

Anyvay by September 1286, Vasudevar, alias Ayyankakara 
Dushtaraditya Rajanarayana Branaadhirayar, was on thronf. But 
his reign seems to have been very short. In November 1286, 
one Gangapperunal, described as the son of Vaslisayan, appears 
as the ruler. It is difficult to say whether VasinayanA was

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begin to mention the name of the Hoysala emperor Remanatha. 
Thoy are usually dated in hie regnal “eared “hia probably 
showe that these pasty kings loet their independence con 
sideraly from the time, Further, all the previous rulers 
of the Brahmaadhirayar family were ruling over Chintamanl and 
a part of Kuvalalanadu, But this Gangapperunal who must 
have been an obedient feudatory of Ramanathaappears to have 
been invested with authority over Tekkalanadu alse! There 
are two inscriptione of this chief dated in 1286. Another 
dated Kay 1289, is the last record availabl: sbout him, 


There appears to have been sone change around 1265 in 
the policy of Hoysala Ramanatha towards his feudatories. The 
epigraphs of the succeeding period show sudden changes of 
Chieftains or the area, and probably ths office of the 
Chieftains, to which position the earlier kingship had been 
reduced, was made to be held at the will and pleasure of the 
emperor. They were no more hereditary. However, if the 
king wished ke could appoint any of the members of the earlier 
royal families to important offices, 


Thus we see that one Malaipperunsl son of Rsjanerayana 
Brahssdviraya vireagarga, in office, in the Kolar area in

By about the close of the 10th Century when the 
Cholas during The reign of Kajsraju uttasked the Gangavadi, 
the muin Ganga line ceased to exist. The Chol&8 army under 
the comnand of Kujendre Chola who was also Known &e Fanchavan 
Mahuraya not only defeated tre western Gangas of Talakac but 
8180 occupled & large portion of Gangavedl., Talaksad became 
tiie seat of a Chola governor. Gangavadi which wae a unit 
of 96,000 when remuined s0 for centuries 4i¥vided itself into 
pieces. in addition to their occupying nearly a half af 
this large kingdom towuruis its south-eastern direction, the 
Cholas also created two small principalities under then 
namely the KongalvVas and the Changalvas, who acted a8 a 
‘buffer states. AT the same time the portion of Gangavadi 
tiiut remained cutside the controls of the Cholaa waa being 
#overned by the sions of the Gangas from varlous places like 
Asanui, Méndali, Udahare, Harige, Kdeyur etc. These small 
chieftains of the 01d Ganga State who probably governed these 
areas as Governors during the reign of the main line of the 
Gangas seemed to hve independent afer the Chola invasion. 
but they were too feeble to attack the formidable Chole 
army. However the way in which the Cholas behaved in the 
cong uered areas Must have annoyed not only these Ganga chiefs 
but also others who were ruling outside Gangavadi. The 
Cholas when they penetrated deep into Karnatake, “*Pillaged 


the whole country, slaughtered wonen, children and even 
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Brahains, taking their girls into wives destroyed thes 
ates”. At the same tine the portion of Gang:vadl 
occupied by them was made into provinces under the direct 
controls; of the centre and the Governors were appointed 
frou among the Chola generale. Hence the local chiefs and 
tne Ganga subordinates had no place there. Since their 
very existance was at stake, &11 the local chiefs seem to 
have Joined together and attacked the Cholas at Kaliyur, 

in this confideracy there were Gangas, Nolkmbas, Jantaras, 
baDarag, SenaVaras and even the sions of the Hashtiakuta 
family. Among these chiefe a Foysaln stends foremost. He 
seems to have fought valiantly in the battle. Though the 
result was GesosVrous ari the Cholus under Aprasmeya bec&me 
victorious. Hoysala is incirectly praised 4s a Bhima among 
the warrloc:re (Gandara Bhinu) and a powerful one (Balayuta- 
Buppa) in the Jayastambna set up by Apraneya himself, 


Who this Hoysala was we have no reference; His name 
48 not mentionéed here. A8 we have stray referenoes for the 
existance of The nase Poynala about fitty years earlier than 
the Aaliyur battle, in inscrljtions which uention a Foysala 
Haruga and a Poyseala setts} thie Poyasla cannot be sala 
himself as several scholars like 5.K. lyengar, Rice, Coelho 
und others suygest.
